Gary  Andrews,  Mike  Grant  &  Bill  Yates  set  up  at  the  Tri  Lakes  Coin  Club 
Inc  show  in  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  Jan  12- 14th  which  was  held  at  the 
beautiful  new  Convention  Center  What  a  great  little  town  with  wonderful 
restaurants  and  the  Austin  Hotel  that  is  attached  to  the  Convention  Center  to 
stay  at  Gary  was  there  this  summer  and  says  it  is  a  beautiful  lush  green  place 
when  Texas  is  bright  brown  in  the  middle  of  summer  The  place  has 
everything  except  good  coin  buying  public,  if  you  did  dealer  to  dealer 
business  you  did  very  well  but  if  you  were  there  for  the  public,  they  didn't 
show  up  .All  in  all  it  was  a  pleasant  experience  as  the  club  did  everything  they 
could  do  to  make  us  happy  All  3  of  us  are  going  to  Norman,  Okla  this 
weekend  and  I'll  have  a  report  next  week 

We  traveled  to  Norman,  Oklahoma  (just  south  of  Okla  City)  for  a  show  that 
was  put  on  by  Norman  Coin  &  Jewelry  on  the  last  weekend  of  Jan  It  was  a 
very  active  show  with  good  sales  and  some  nice  buying  opportunities  There 
were  about  40  dealers,  a  great  deal  of  which  were  from  Texas  One  dealer 
that  I  noticed  imperticulary  was  Rocky  Kniper  from  K.  &  K  Coinage,  as  I 
have  not  seen  him  at  any  other  shows  Rocky  had  two  tables  stocked  with 
impressive  slabbed  material  and  some  display  items  that  were  not  for  sale 
such  as  an  1856  Flying  Eagle,  etc 

The  following  Saturday  found  us  in  Sherman,  Texas  attending  a  one  day 
show  put  on  by  Gary  Rollins  &  Tony  Hales  at  The  Holiday  Inn  This  was  the 
first  coin  show  in  Sherman  that  anyone  could  remember  Approximately  30 
dealers  enjoyed  a  very  active  collector  base  in  attendance  and  if  the  last  two 
shows  are  any  indication,  2001  has  started  off  at  a  strong  pace,  which  we 
have  not  seen,  in  the  last  6-8  months 

Joe  Wade’s  show,  Feb  10-1  llh  in  Fort  Worth  proved  to  be  a  winner  for  many 
of  the  TNA  members  that  were  present  Russell  Prinzinger  came  with  a 
handful  of  paper  money  to  dispose  of  and  left  almost  empty  handed  Russell 
has  decided  to  get  rid  of  his  holdings  after  a  lifetime  of  collecting  and  his 
paper  was  first  on  the  chopping  block  Paper  money  seemed  to  be  especially 
hot  with  a  dealer  I  know  buying  a  $50k  collection  and  selling  more  than 
usual  There  also  was  a  lot  of  movement  in  type  coins  as  it  appears  people  are 
building  sets  both  of  the  traditional  style  and  variations  thereof  It  looks  like 
coin  collecting  is  regaining  its  health  after  a  late  summer  and  winter  of 
sickness  Please  come  to  the  TNA  convention  and  coin  show  in  Fort  Worth, 
May  1  l-13th,  it's  going  to  be  a  REALLY  GREAT  SHOW  with  160  tables  of 
numismatic  material  from  all  over  the  United  States 
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VP  HILL  HAS  F.V.IS.! 

To  sum  it  up,  without  reading  the  rest  of  this,  WOW,  what  a  coin  event 
Being  on  a  coin  buying  trip  in  nearby  Winter  Park,  20  minutes  from  Orlando, 

1  had  planned  to  spend  the  first  day  of  the  show  (Thurs)  at  my  Boss's  expense 
anyway  Well,  after  all  was  said  and  done  I  had  spent  3  of  the  4-day  show  at 
the  Convention  center  Having  spent  the  majority  of  my  time  buying  and 
selling,  I  found  myself  having  to  prioritize  as  there  was  much  to  see  and  do 
The  first  thing  one  notices  is  the  massiveness  of  the  complex  itself  Second 
largest  in  the  US,  it  is  probably  1/2  mile  long  and  approximately  2  million 
square  feet  of  space  Just  the  bourse  area  was  148,000  sq  feet  and  probably 

2  times  that  for  the  entrance,  foyer,  registration,  education  ,  auction  rooms 
and  food  areas  So  big.  that  one  takes  a  full  size  shuttle  bus  to  the  front  of  the 
building  from  one  of  four  parking  lots  It  takes  56  people  to  staff  the  show 
not  including  security,  concessionaires  and  the  like  The  Florida  United 
Numismatist,  inc  Convention  was  the  46u'  annual  with  the  last  10  being  held 
in  the  same  location  in  Orange  County  The  theme  this  year  was,”FUN 
ODYSSEY  2001",  with  over  1,350  dealer  booths  to  visit  As  far  as  exhibits, 
the  highlights  were  the  Littleton  acquisition  of  the  1866  20$  note  valued  at 
1/4  million  and  has  not  been  publicly  viewed  in  135  years  The  BEP  exhibit  is 
always  impressive  and  the  Smithsonian  Institute  featured  Florida  National 
bank  notes  of  which  about  1/3  were  previously  unreport ed  Additionally,  one 
could  spend  1/2  of  a  day  viewing  the  seemingly  endless  exhibits  The  3-page 
list  of  educational  seminars  was  very  impressive  and  offered  something  for 
everyone  I  was  only  able  to  attend  one  seminar  called,  "More  buying  and 
selling  on  EBAY",  presented  by  one  of  ten  Vice-Presidents  of  EBAY, 
Andrew  Coleman  It  was  the  best  attended  seminar  2  years  running  with 
standing  room  only  In  addition,  several  clubs  and  groups  held  meetings 
during  the  show  Some  of  these  included  Young  Numismatists,  Hobo 
Nickels,  Casino  and  Gaming  Chips,  Souvenir  cards.  Women  in  Numismatics, 
Early  American  Coppers,  Love  tokens.  Bust  Nut  club,  Liberty  Seated  club, 
Natl  Silver  Dollar  Roundtable  and  I  am  sure  others  that  I  failed  to  mention 
Joe  Boling,  who  served  as  the  ANA  chief  judge  even  had  a  judge's 
certification  program  for  parts  of  2  days  As  if  this  were  not  enough. 
Heritage  of  Dallas  had  simultaneous  auction  sessions  with  Texas  banknotes 
being  the  highlight  along  with  an  outstanding  collection  of  Morgans 
assembled  by  Gregg  Bingham,  a  former  linebacker  for  the  Houston  Oilers  He 
was  on  hand  signing  autographs  Speaking  of  Autographs,  the  show  had 
many  special  guests  I  was  fortunate  to  meet  our  new  mint  director,  Mr  Ray 
Johnson  ,  who  was  stationed  at  the  U  S  Mint's  booth  and  Mary  Ellen 
Withrow,  our  Treasurer  of  the  U  S  ,  who  was  signing  3  items  of  choice  for 
about  2  hours  on  Saturday  Also  on  hand  were  Space  Shuttle  Astronauts 
roaming  around  in  space  suits  and  meeting  people 
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A  lot  of  my  time  was  spent  talking  with  the  shows  Bourse  Chairman,  Cindy 
Grellman,  about  the  FUN  and  TNA  shows  and  also  trying  to  convince  Mary 
Hasall,  The  BEP's  Public  Affairs  director  to  bring  the  Billion  Dollar  exhibit  to 
our  fair  state  On  a  political  note.  I  will  say  that  with  a  lot  more  effort,  desire 
and  manpower,  that  in  my  heart,  I  feel  as  if  our  annual  TNA  convention  can 
be  every  bit  as  good  as  this  show  with  one  of  the  key  elements  of  success  is 
staying  in  the  same  location  This  was  mentioned  to  me  several  times

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UNITED  STATES  COINS— A  “ PRIMER ” 

Shield  Nickels 

Even  though  the  Civil  war  ended  and  Union  and  Confederate  guns  fell  silent 
in  April  1865,  the  civilian  population  was  slow  to  give  up  certain  behavior 
acquired  during  the  four  years  of  bloody  civil  war  The  government  in  1862 
had  suspended  specie  payments  and  peace  had  not  seen  the  return  of  silver  or 
gold  coins  to  circulation  Citizens  continued  to  hoard  all  forms  of  coinage 
that  contained  precious  metal,  and  even  copper-nickel  cents  were  set  aside  for 
their  limited  intrinsic  value  During  the  war  the  federal  government  issued 
series  after  series  of  fractional  currency  These  "shinplasters"  as  they  were 
known,  rapidly  soiled  in  circulation  and  were  despised  by  the  public  When 
yet  another  five-cent  issue  of  fractional  currency  was  introduced  in  1865,  it 
was  enough  to  push  Mint  Director  James  Pollock  to  endorse  a  five-cent  coin 
made  of  nickel  Pollock  had  previously  been  an  opponent  of  nickel  coinage 
He  saw  first  hand  how  difficult  12%  nickel  coins  (the  1857-64  cents)  were  to 
strike  and  how  the  hard,  brittle  metal  broke  dies  and  injured  the  Mint's 
machinery  He  also  knew  how  politically  persuasive  one  Joseph  Wharton  was 
in  the  halls  of  Congress  Wharton  owned  the  largest  nickel  mine  in  America 
and  had  lobbied  Congress  for  many  years  to  use  the  metal  in  the  nation's 
coinage  But  after  the  third  issue  of  five-cent  fractional  currency  was  released 
to  unfavorable  public  opinion.  Pollock  was  finally  convinced  that  the  nation's 
best  interests  would  be  served  by  striking  a  new  five-cent  coin  in  nickel,  even 
if  it  meant  adding  to  the  already  wide  assortment  of  small  denomination  coins 
then  in  use  These  included  the  half  cent,  large  cent,  copper-nickel  cent,  two- 
cent  piece,  three-cent  nickel,  three-cent  silver  and  silver  half-dime  Most  of 
these  coins  were  not  circulating  due  to  wartime  hoarding  Pollock  looked  at 
the  nickel  five-cent  piece  as  a  temporary  measure,  a  coin  that  would  circulate 
and  replace  the  universally  unpopular  fractional  notes  until  such  a  time  as  the 
silver  half-dime  could  return  to  circulation 

As  Chief  Engraver  it  fell  to  James  Longacre  to  design  the  new  coin  Various 
patterns  were  executed,  the  most  interesting  ones  featuring  profiles  of 
Washington  or  Lincoln,  but  the  issue  of  portraying  actual  persons  on  coinage 
was  far  from  resolved  Longacre  merely  modified  the  motif  he  used  two 
years  earlier  on  the  two-cent  piece  Although  the  adopted  design  does  have  a 
certain  geometric  balance,  it  is  artistically  weak  Even  nickel  monopolist 
Joseph  Wharton,  the  man  who  stood  to  make  more  money  than  anyone  else 
from  the  new  coin,  was  disappointed  He  described  the  coin  as  having  "  a 
tombstone  surmounted  by  a  cross  overhung  by  weeping  willows  "  The  design 
was  actually  a  shield  with  the  cross  of  the  Order  of  Calatrava  at  the  top, 
flanked  by  a  wreath  on  both  sides  The  reverse,  while  simply  designed,  was 
initially  controversial  The  central  device  shows  a  large  numeral  5  and  is 
surrounded  by  thirteen  stars  with  thirteen  sets  of  rays  between  the  stars  At

the  time  of  issue,  some  believed  Southern  sympathizers  had  infiltrated  the 
Mint  and  placed  the  Confederate  "Stars  and  Bars"  on  the  reverse  The  new 
coins  seldom  struck  up  well  and  more  dies  were  broken  striking  Shield 
nickels  than  all  other  denominations  added  together  During  the  first  two 
years  of  issue  the  rays  were  retained  on  the  reverse,  but  early  in  1867  they 
were  eliminated,  as  Mint  officials  believed  this  design  element  prevented  the 
coins  from  striking  up  completely  As  originally  proposed,  the  nickel  five- 
cent  piece  was  to  weigh  not  more  than  60  grains  (or  3  88  grams  expressed 
metrically)  and  be  composed  of  75%  copper  and  25%  nickel  The  House 
Coinage  Committee  intended  for  the  new  coin's  weight  to  be  expressed  in 
metric  units,  but  could  not  bring  itself  to  publicly  state  so  The  next  metric 
weight  would  have  been  four  grams,  but  this  unit  was  mysteriously  bypassed 
and  five  grams  was  the  weight  adopted  But  rather  than  express  the  weight  in 
this  simple  term,  the  enabling  legislation  required  the  coin  weigh  77  16  grains, 
the  English  equivalent  of  five  grams  Shield  nickels  were  only  struck  in  the 
Philadelphia  Mint,  and  more  than  126  million  were  produced  from  1866  until 
the  next  design  change  in  1883  For  such  a  short-lived  series  there  are  a 
surprising  number  of  rarities  The  two  key  issues  are  from  1877  and  1878 
when  only  proofs  were  struck  Among  business  strikes,  the  years  1879-1881 
are  low  mintage  dates  and  worth  large  premiums  in  all  grades  There  are  two 
overdates,  the  1 879/8  an  overdated  proof  and  the  1 883/2  Proofs  were  struck 
every  year  and  include  one  of  the  most  important  19th  century  rarities  the 
proof  1867-nickel  with  rays  Only  25  pieces  are  believed  to  have  been  struck 
Counterfeits  are  plentiful  bearing  the  dates  1870-76,  and  they  were  widely 
circulated  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  area  during  the  1870s  They  are  not 
deceptive,  however,  as  the  design  differs  slightly  from  genuine  coins  Striking 
details  are  often  ill  defined  on  Shield  nickels,  and  high-grade  coins  that  are 
weakly  struck  must  be  graded  by  the  amount  of  mint  luster  still  remaining 
The  points  to  first  show  wear  are  the  cross  and  leaves  on  the  obverse  and  the 
numeral  5  on  the  reverse  Shield  nickels  are  collected  by  both  date  and  type 
collectors  Although  a  relatively  short-lived  series,  it's  challenging  to  collect 
by  date  because  of  the  scarce,  low  mintage  issues  Assembling  sets  of  fully 
struck  coins  by  date,  however,  can  be  somewhat  frustrating  Type  collectors 
usually  acquire  one  example  each  of  the  Rays  and  No  Rays  design  In  1883 
the  Shield  nickel  was  dropped  in  favor  of  Charles  Barber's  new  Greco-Roman 
headed  Liberty  nickel  The  Shield  nickel,  though,  was  the  first  nickel  five-cent 
piece,  and  while  the  design  has  changed  several  times  since  1 866,  the  basic  5 
gram  "nickel"  has  remained  a  mainstay  of  our  modem  coinage  system

The  North  Carolina  quarter 
commemorates  the  historic 
feat  that  took  place  on 
December  17,  1903,  at 

Kitty  Hawk,  North  Carolina 
with  the  first  successful  flight  of  a  heavier-than-air,  self-propelled  flying 
machine  The  craft,  called  the  Flyer,  traveled  a  distance  of  approximately  37 
meters  (120  feet)  on  its  first  flight  and  soared  even  further  as  one  of  the  most 
significant  human  achievements  in  history 

Governor  James  B  Hunt  appointed  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Cultural  Resources  as  the  lead  in  the  state's  design  concept  process.  The 
Department  established  the  North  Carolina  Commemorative  Coin  Committee, 
which  consisted  of  members  from  the  State  Department  of  Cultural 
Resources,  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History,  as  well  as  coin  collectors 
The  Committee  solicited  design  ideas  from  the  residents  of  North  Carolina 
Some  alternate  design  concepts  suggested  were  the  1903  Flyer  superimposed 
over  an  outline  of  the  state,  the  Hatteras  Lighthouse  superimposed  over  an 
outline  of  the  state,  and  the  Hatteras  Lighthouse  showing  a  dune  and  sea 
gulls  On  June  5,  2000,  the  Governor  was  provided  with  three  candidate 
designs,  and  the  Committee  and  Governor  Hunt  selected  the  "First  Flight" 
theme  for  the  official  design

Amon  G.  Carter,  Jr.

Amon  G  Carter,  Jr  had  a  fatal 
heart  attack  on  July  24,  1982  in 
Dallas  while  driving  to  Love  Field 
Airport  in  his  black  Cadillac  He 
was  taken  to  Parkland  Memorial 
Hospital's  emergency  room  He 
was  62  years  old  His  death  was 
deeply  felt  by  all  that  knew  him  in 
the  numismatic,  business  and  sports 
world  The  shock  especially  hit  his 
hometown  of  Fort  Worth  hard 
Amon,  Jr  and  his  father  Amon,  Sr 
were  always  regarded  as  the 
biggest  boosters  ever  of  Fort 
Worth  even  though  they  had 
different  styles  Amon  Sr  was 
known  as  "Mr  Fort  Worth”  and 
very  flamboyant,  while  Amon  Jr's  style  was  more  subdued 
Amon  Jr  was  born  on  December  23,  1919  and  he  attended  Forth  Worth 
public  schools  and  then  attended  and  graduated  from  Culver  Military 
Academy  in  Culver,  Indiana  in  1938  He  then  attended  the  University  of 
Texas  and  earned  a  degree  in  business  administration  World  War  II 
interrupted  his  college  education  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Army  in  1941  and 
served  in  the  armor  and  artillery  branches  During  World  War  II,  he  was 
captured  in  North  Africa  and  held  in  a  special  German  POW  camp  for 
"celebrities”  He  spent  27  months  in  Oflag  64  Camp  in  Poland  The  Germans 
hope  was  to  ransom  these  people  off,  but  this  never  came  about  His  father 
offered  a  reward  to  anyone  who  could  rescue  his  son  When  the  camp  was 
liberated  in  1945,  Amon's  father  was  not  very  far  behind  the  victorious  Allied 
troops  in  order  to  see  his  beloved  son  While  in  the  Oflag  64  Camp  in 
Poland,  he  was  helped  immensely  by  a  Polish  family  After  the  war,  he  sent 
many  gifts  through  the  years  to  this  Polish  family  to  repay  his  indebtedness 
The  family  was  also  named  in  his  will 

His  father  started  a  newspaper  in  the  early  1900's  that  would  become  the  Fort 
Worth  Star-Telegram  At  age  10,  Amon  Jr  was  selling  his  father’s 
newspapers  on  the  streets  of  downtown  Fort  Worth  Next  he  became  a 
carrier-salesman  In  the  summer  he  would  work  in  the  plant  Later  he 
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worked  as  a  staff  photographer  and  in  the  advertising,  circulation  and 
editorial  departments 
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A  For t  Worth  Star-Telegram  check  circa  J920's  with  a  vignette  of  Amon 
Carter,  Jr.  as  a  child 


n  1952,  the  younger  Carter  was  named  president  of  the  Star-Telegram  and  his 
father  was  elected  chairman  of  the  board  Later,  Amon,  Jr  would  become 
the  publisher 

He  also  served  as  a  director  of  American  Airlines  and  was  able  to  effect  the 
transfer  of  the  airlines'  headquarters  from  New  York  City  to  Fort  Worth  He 
also  served  on  the  board  of  the  Texas  Rangers  Baseball  Club  and  the  Texas 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  Foundation  and  he  was  the  president  of  Carter 
Publications 

He  was  also  president  of  the  Amon  Carter  Foundation,  which  was  established 
in  1955  when  his  father  died  The  foundation  donated  millions  of  dollars  to 
charities,  hospitals  and  universities  through  the  years  The  foundation  also  set 
up  a  museum  to  house  the  Carter  collection  of  Charles  Russell  paintings  and 
sketches  and  sculptures  and  works  by  Frederic  Remington  This  museum 
became  known  as  the  Amon  Carter  Museum  of  Western  Art  which  opened  in 
1961  and  is  famous  the  world  over 

Amon,  Jr  loved  people,  birds,  plants,  cats,  and  golf  He  gave  friends  aloe 
vera  plants  that  he  grew  in  his  greenhouse  He  also  loved  his  newspaper,  all 
types  of  sports,  reading,  stamps,  coins  and  paper  money  He  had  extensive 
collections  of  U  S  coins  and  paper  money  and  foreign  coins  and  paper 
money  His  Latin  American  collection  of  paper  currency  was  the  best  ever 
He  was  a  numismatist  who  pursued  desired  items  aggressively  However, 
after  he  obtained  them  he  would  share  them  with  the  numismatic  fraternity 
At  the  early  International  Paper  Money  Shows  in  Memphis,  he  would  bring 
the  rarest  of  his  rare  notes  to  share  with  the  other  "ragpickers"  He  also 
would  bring  a  "brick”  (4,000  notes  banded  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing)  of  the  newly  released  1976  $2  Federal  Reserve  Notes  to  show  and 
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Amon  G.  Carter,  Jr.  continues  the  tradition  of  family  members  on  checks 
with  a  vignette  of  his  daughter,  Nenetta,  on  one  of  his  personal  checks. 

share  with  the  fellow  collectors  who  flocked  to  Anton’s  table  every  year  at  the 
all  paper  money  show 

National  bank  notes  were  avidly  pursued  by  Anton  and  he  had  many  unique 
notes  including  the  only  known  Maui,  Lahaina  National  Bank  note  of  Hawaii, 
the  only  known  brown  back  known  on  Nevada  -  The  First  National  Bank  of 
Winnemucca  Among  his  most  favorite  notes  he  owned  was  the  only  known 
$500  national  bank  note  which  is  on  The  First  National  Bank  of  New  York 
City 

He  did  not  neglect  small  size  nationals  He  reported  newly  discovered  small 
size  nationals  on  previously  unreported  banks  and  denominations  for  those 
banks  on  a  regular  basis  His  last  report  was  three  weeks  before  his  death  and 
consisted  of  five  previously  unreported  banks  on  Oregon,  Oklahoma  and 
Texas  These  notes  were  reported  to  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collectors 
1929  Project,  which  is  still  active 

Even  though  he  collected  great  rarities,  he  also  collected  inexpensive  items 
such  as  current  $1  Federal  Reserve  Notes  with  other  collectors  around  the 
country.  Many  friendships  were  made  this  way 

The  Carter  family  coin  collection  was  one  of  the  most  famous  ever 
assembled  Many  of  the  coins  came  from  great  name  collections  that 
preceded  it  There  were  many  complete  sets 
A  few  of  the  coins  are  listed

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COLLECTING  COINS  CHEAPLY

I  started  collecting  coins  in  1930,  on  my  Birthday  September  29th  Times 
were  hard  for  most  people,  including  my  parents  Money  was  hard  to  come 
by,  as  most  men  who  had  skills  in  Texas,  worked  for  $  1  00  per  day,  and  that 
was  from  sun  up  to  sun  down  Most  work  was  farm  labor,  if  even  a  job  was 
available 

Most  of  my  collecting  was  cents  and  1  did  not  like  the  Lincolns,  so  my  joy 
was  Indian  cents,  large  cents,  and  half  cents  Not  having  any  to  exchange  for 
these  coins,  1  pestered  my  Uncles,  Aunts,  and  Grandparents  to  get  to  look  at 
their  pocket  change  I  still  remember  my  first  1877-cent  I  traded  two 
Lincolns  foe  the  one  coin,  and  the  first  grader  thought  I  was  crazy  Of  course 
I  thought  he  was  dumb,  because  1  could  sell  that  coin  for  ten  cents  The 
following  years,  produced  many  Gems  that  1  traded  for,  always  giving  people 
what  they  wanted  in  exchange  for  those  elusive  coins  1  wanted 
After  high  school  I  joined  the  Navy  I  did  see  enough  of  the  world  in  the 
Pacific  theatre  to  begin  to  enjoy  some  of  the  coins  of  South  America  and 
most  of  the  Asian  countries  I  did  gather  up  lots  of  coins  and  paper  money 
from  all  countries  I  could,  but  then  I  had  the  shock  of  my  life  Some  People 
Steal1  There  are  some  souls  who  never  learned  that  theft  is  wrong  and  all  my 
coins  &  paper  money  disappeared  with  that  thief  Before  the  conflict  was 
over  I  found  myself-in  the  hospital,  at  Pearl  Harbor,  and  then  was  transferred 
to  Balboa  Park  Hospital  in  San  Diego 

It  did  not  take  long  to  begin  my  coin  collecting  again,  as  1  was  bedfast,  trying 
to  leam  how  to  walk  again  I  found  every  collector  at  the  hospital  that  wanted 
to  trade  coins,  so  1  was  going  again  After  medical  discharge  in  November 
1945,  1  tried  college,  but  could  not  keep  interest  to  want  to  graduate 
Marriage  in  June  1947  was  the  most  important  decision  of  my  life  We  are 
still  married  after  53  years  Children  came  along  in  May  1948,  December 
1950,  July  1954,  and  November  1959  Three  girls  and  a  boy  1  had  started 
my  own  business  in  1946  and  continued  for  the  next  16  years,  collecting  what 
ever  I  could  afford  to  above  the  cost  of  living  and  raising  our  four  children 
Never  quite  enough  money  to  meet  all  those  expenses,  but  we  were  a  happy 
family,  even  though  I  was  working  extremely  long  hours,  and  was  gone  from 
home  on  sales  trips  one  to  three  days  every  week 

In  1962,  disaster  struck  again  Heart  Attack,  unable  to  work,  expenses  still 
going  on  First  went  the  savings,  then  went  the  business  Finally  went  the  coin 
collection  Debts  piled  up  The  home  had  to  be  sold,  the  car  next,  trying  to 
just  exist  Doris  had  to  go  to  work  to  support  the  family  1962  and  1963  she 
earned  us  a  living  Slowly  1  began  to  recover  and  in  1964  I  went  back  into 
business  Deep  in  debt  and  hard  to  convince  any  banker  to  invest  in  my 
future,  but  being  a  determined  man  I  did  slowly  begin  to  payoff  those  debts  1 
will  never  forget  my  40th  birthday  present  A  box  full  of  PAID  RECEIPTS, 
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totaling  50,000  00,  all  paid  in  full11  On  that  night  the  whole  family  went  out 
to  celebrate,  and  as  I  paid  the  restaurant  bill,  my  change  included  a  dateless 
Buffalo  nickel  A  wonderful  surprise  Even  though  it  was  dateless  it  was 
priceless 

It  was  a  19I3-S  type  one'  You  know  the  one  on  the  mound  The  S  was 
visible  on  the  reverse  What  a  lucky  day  for  me  I  was  a  Coin  Collector 
again  Now  we  still  had  no  excess  cash  and  no  reserves  but  I  knew  by  then 
how  I  was  going  to  collect  coins,  cheaply  I  went  down  to  the  local  Coin 
Shop  and  purchased  a  roll  of  dateless  Buffalo  nickels  for  $2  25  that  nobody 
else  wanted  Going  through  these  coins  I  soon  had  a  few  that  had  mintmarks, 
D  &  S  visible,  so  I  began  to  put  together  a  complete  set  of  buffalo  nickels 
Once  in  a  while  I  would  find  a  partial  date  and  these  I  set  aside,  as  trade 
materials  After  going  through  six  rolls  of  dateless  Buffs  I  had  what  could  be 
called  a  complete  set  of  buffs  None  had  any  visible  date,  but  every  date  and 
mintmark  was  there  I  could  not  guarantee  the  date,  but  no  one  could  prove  1 
was  wrong  either  I  started  on  the  second  set,  still  buying  from  the  same 
Coin  Shop  (every  dateless  Buff  he  could  find  for  me) 

One  day  he  asked  me  why  1  did  not  collect  something  of  value,  so  I  showed 
him  my  first  set  of  dateless  Buffs  Needless  to  say  he  was  surprised  and 
carefully  examined  each  coin  to  be  sure  it  was  correct  I  had  each  coin  in  a 
2X2  brown  envelope  that  he  had  used  and  gave  me  the  used  ones  for  my 
coins  Now  lets  talk  about  cheap  collecting  Each  coin  cost  me  5  625  cents 
each  and  I  pulled  all  the  ones  with  partial  dates  Now  a  complete  set  is  64 
coins,  minus  the  three  leg,  overdates  and  mintmarks  I  had  the  64  coins  in  my 
set  My  cost  was  $3  60  for  the  coins  in  the  set 

When  that  dealer  offered  me  $25  00  for  the  set,  I  realized  anyone  could 
collect  coins  cheap1  Of  course  I  took  the  money,  but  not  just  any  money  I 
wanted  two  rolls  of  dateless  Liberty  Standing  Quarters  and  one  roll  of 
dateless  Buffs  He  agreed  and  I  had  to  wait  for  two  weeks  while  he  gathered 
the  quarters  up  Twenty  years  later  he  still  had  those  dateless  Buffs  on  display 
in  his  shop 

Yes  you  guessed  it,  I  finished  another  set  of  dateless  Buffs  while  I  was 
working  on  a  complete  set  of  dateless  Standing  Liberty  Quarters  It  took 
seven  rolls  of  quarters  before  I  finally  finished  that  set  The  average  cost  of 
the  quarters  was  44  cents  each  There  are  37  quarters  in  that  set  which  I 
completed  in  a  month  Using  the  used  brown  envelopes,  my  cost  in  that  set 
was  $16  28  I  sold  that  set  for  $50  00  and  completed  another  set  in  two 
weeks  Remember,  this  is  my  hobby 

By  1968  my  business  had  developed  to  where  I  believed  I  could  sell  out  and 
retire,  devoting  more  time  to  my  hobby  It  soon  turned  into  a  business  that  1 
have  enjoyed  every  year  It  is  my  hobby  still  I  am  a  collector  first  and  sell 
what  ever  any  collector  wants  at  cheap  prices  I  still  put  together  a  dateless 
set,  now  and  then  to  prove  that  anyone  can  collect  coins  on  the  cheap1

These  new  states  quarters  can  be  found  in  change,  but  some  beginners  can 
not  afford  to  put  together  a  full  set,  but  one  of  each  year  is  only  $1  25  per 
year,  so  it's  a  beginning  Two  sets  leaves  you  one  to  sell,  (keep  the  unc  set) 
and  pay  for  both  sets  Anyone  can  collect  on  the  cheap,  and  have  someone 
else  pay  for  your  keeping  collection  Always  collect  something  you  like,  but 
always  collect  something  The  human  urge  is  to  collect  something 
Why  not  collect  coins,  the  King  of  all  collectibles^  The  next  time  you  need 
something,  why  not  trade  me  something  you  have  extra  for  something  you 
need  This  is  the  true  essence  of  coin  collecting

APOLLO  COMMEMORATIVE 

Robert  C  Moyer 

I'm  sure  you  are  aware  of  the  historical  importance  of  Project  Apollo  Noted 
historian  Arthur  Schlesinger,  Jr,  considered  Man's  landing  on  the  moon  to  be 
the  single  most  important  event  of  the  20th  century,  and  stated  that  it  would 
be  the  one  achievement  of  our  culture  that  would  be  remembered  500  years 
from  now  As  you  know.  The  United  States  Mint  produces  coins  to 
commemorate  significant  events  and/or  people  in  American  History  Despite 
the  historical  significance  of  Project  Apollo,  the  U  S  Mint  has  never 
produced  a  coin  to  commemorate  this  event  By  comparison,  the  Mint 
produced  16  different  coins  to  commemorate  the  1996  Olympics,  an  event 
that  was  not  even  ranked  among  the  top  100  events  of  the  20th  century 
Because  of  this  oversight,  congressmen  John  Cooksey  (R-LA),  Dave  Weldon 
(R-FL),  and  Bud  Cramer  (D-AL),  have  introduced  the  Project  Apollo 
Commemorative  Coin  Act  of  2001  (H  R  631)  to  the  House  of 
Representatives.  This  bill  directs  the  mint  to  produce  $1  silver  and  $5  gold 
coins  to  be  released  in  2004  (the  35th  anniversary  of  Apollo  11)  The 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  coins  would  go  to  the  Smithsonian's  National 
Air  &  Space  Museum,  a  portion  of  which  would  be  used  to  begin  a 
"collective  outreach"  program  This  program  would  advertise  through  the 
national  media,  requesting  Project  Apollo  workers  to  contact  the  National  Air 
&  Space  Museum  so  that  a  permanent  record  could  be  made  of  their 
contribution  to  the  project  As  the  son  of  an  Apollo  worker,  1  spent  over  five 
years  searching  for  basic  information  about  my  father’s  contribution  to  the 
project  and  1  can  personally  attest  to  the  importance  of  the  collective 
outreach  program  The  remainder  of  the  proceeds  would  be  used  by  the 
museum  for  collection  &  preservation  of  Apollo  artifacts  In  order  for  the 
Committee  to  refer  it  to  the  House  floor  for  a  vote,  at  least  2/3  of  the  House 
members  must  co-sponsor  the  bill  If  you  agree  that  the  time  is  long  overdue 
for  the  United  States  to  commemorate  its  most  important  achievement  of  the 
20th  century,  and  if  you  agree  that  the  history  of  those  who  sent  1 2  men  to 
the  lunar  surface  should  not  die  when  they  do,  please  contact  your 
Representative  and  request  that  he  or  she  support  HR  631  They  can  do  so 
very  easily  online  by  going  to  www.congress.org,  entering  their  zip  code,  and 
pressing  the  "e-mail"  button  under  the  photo  of  their  representative.
